This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: Species one [a "combined semiconductor apparatus" 
comprising a semiconductor thin film including at least one semiconductor device and 
bonded to a planarized region formed in a surface of a semiconductor substrate having 
an integrated circuit (Figure 1 )]; Species two [a "combined semiconductor apparatus" 
comprising a semiconductor thin film bonded on the upper surface of a raised layer 
(Figure 23 and Fifth Embodiment in the Specification)]; and Species three [a "combined 
semiconductor apparatus" comprising a semiconductor thin film bonded to a side of a 
semiconductor substrate (Figure 4)]., 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Cun-ently, no claim appears generic, because any film can 
be bonded only to either a planarized region or to a raised layer and can be bonded 
only to a main surface or to a side surface.
